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Prostitutes are urged to take a hike

SAN DIEGO — To draw increased 
attention to problems caused by 
prostitution on E] Cajon Boulevard, some 
100 parishioners and area residents 
assembled on the Blessed Sacrament 
Church parking lot for a ‘‘March of 
Concern’’ last Sunday. 

‘What we do this afternoon, we do for 
our families. . We have a right to 
control the quality of life in our 
neighborhood,”’ said Brian Bennett, 
principal of Blessed Sacrament School 
and an organizer of the march. 

Father William Mooney, pastor, 
estimated that about two-thirds of the 
marchers were parishioners. The location 
of the church and school on El Cajon 
Boulevard has caused parishioners to 
become more aware of the prostitution 
problem, he said while leading the march. 

He said that used condoms have been 
discarded on the church parking lot. 
However, the parish has been able to stop 
prostitutes from using pay telephones at 
the church for their business, he added. 

Demonstrations like this one may help 
convince politicians that something needs 
to be done, the pastor said. 

One possible solution would be 
construction of portable units at the Las 
Colinas women’s jail that could hold some 
200 prostitutes, he said. 

Father Mooney and others heard of this 
proposal for modular facilities from San 
Diego City Manager John Lockwood at a 


community forum — chaired by city, 
county and state officials — in Blessed 
Sacrament Church hall Feb. 23. 


Lockwood told the crowd of nearly 400 at 
the meeting that the city hopes to approve 
the plan within the next few weeks. 

Some demonstrators at Sunday’s 
march carried signs stating their 
opposition to prostitution. Severa 
passing motorists shouted or honked their 
horns to show support for the marchers. 

They walked along El Cajon Boulevard 
from College Avenue to 54th Street 
before returning to the church. 

Along the route other people joined the 
original marchers, swelling the number of 
participants to about 150. 

‘“‘We started out with a few, but we’re 
growing. They’re waiting on the corner 
to join in,’’ said Deborah Bartosik, an 
area resident. 

She and her husband once counted 
more than two dozen prostitutes along the 
boulevard between 30th and 54th streets. 
She said her spouse has also been solicited

Condom ads opposed by leaders

WASHINGTON — Church leaders in 
late February continued to criticize the 
promotion of condoms as a response to 
the AIDS crisis, saying the promotion 
and advertising of condoms implies 
acceptance of illicit sexual activity. 

In California, where the Legislature 
was considering a bill mandating 
education aimed at limiting the spread of 
AIDS, the state’s bishops protested any 
effort to present ‘‘the use of the condom 
on the same level as abstinence, marital 
fidelity, the avoidance of promiscuous 


sexual practices, or the rejection of the. 


illicit use of drugs.”’ 


Following their statement, released by 
the California Catholic Conference Feb. 
24, the state assembly approved an 
amended bill to promote an education 
program which presents sexual abstinence 
as ‘“‘the primary method of AIDS 
prevention.’’ The bill says that other 
efforts, such as use of a condom, lessen 
but do not eliminate risks of spreading 
AIDS. 

Archbishop Edmund Szoka of Detroit, 
in a Feb. 27 column in his archdiocesan 
newspaper, The Michigan Catholic, called 
condom promotion to stop the spread of 
AIDS ‘‘totally immoral’’ because of what 
he said is its message: ‘‘It’s all right to sin 
as long as you don’t contract AIDS, it’s

all right to sin a long as you don’t get 
caught.’’ 

Archbishop Szoka called for abstinence 
between unmarried persons and_ said 
AIDS — acquired immune deficiency 
syndrome — was spreading ‘‘precisely 
because people were engaging in sinful 
sexual activity.” 

““When people stop sinning, AIDS and 
other venereal. diseases will stop 
spreading,”’ he said. 

““You cannot cure the effects of sin by 
encouraging people to use new ways ,to 
sin,’’ he said. ‘‘A sin is a sin and sin is 
bound to have serious, harmful and evil 
effects.”’

ALCALA PARK — A California State Department 
of Education investigation has concluded that the San 
Diego Unified School District (SDUSD) has complied 
with laws mandating equitable remedial education 
programs for parochial school students. 


Conducted last November, the state probe was 
completed to check on the equity of SDUSD’s Chapter 
1 remedial education program in the city’s private 
schools, including 12 Catholic institutions. 


Private school Chapter 1 students in SDUSD have 


been receiving instruction on buses, converted into 
classrooms, for about two years. 

The state launched its investigation of services on 
these buses following complaints filed by the California 
Catholic Conference and San Diego diocesan Office of 
Education. 

The two Catholic groups had charged that SDUSD’s 
Chapter 1 program for private school students was not 
equitable to that provided to public school pupils. 
Concerns included safety of students while on the 
buses, lack of communication between public and 
private school staff, and the noise level caused by the 
generators used to provide power for the mobile 
classrooms. 


Chapter 1 is the section of the 1981 Education 
Consolidation and Improvement Act which provides 
remedial assistance to needy children. Both public and 
private school students may be eligible for Chapter 1 
aid, but the U.S. Supreme Court ruled in July 1985 
that public school teachers may not provide remedial 
instruction in private schools. 

The state report, issued last month, noted two 
remaining problems with SDUSD’s private school 
Chapter 1 program — installation of computer 
equipment on the buses and a definite program for 
communication between private and public school 
staffs. 
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Parishes join

SAN DIEGO — During the Lenten 
season parishes are being asked to 
participate in the “‘Offering of Letters’’ 
campaign organized by Bread for the 
World (BFW), a Christian citizens’ anti- 
hunger movement.

Letters will request that Congress 
increase funding for the Women, Infant 
and Children (WIC) supplemental food 
program, which assists the 13 million 
hungry women and children in this 
country. 

Auxiliary Bishop Thomas Gumbleton 
of Detroit, a BFW board member, said 
the (Offering of Letters) program is a way 
for Catholics to respond to the U.S. 
bishops’ economy pastoral. 

“The road to economic justice .. . 
begins with citizen participation in 
government decision-making,’’. stated 
Bishop Gumbleton. ‘‘Such action is vital 
for Christians committed to economic 
justice for all people, especially those 
affected by poverty and hunger.”’

ALCALA PARK — The Jubilee Mass 
celebrating the 50th anniversary of the 
diocese will feature an_ original 
composition written by the diocesan 
director of music, Father Nicolas Reveles. 

Father Reveles, who recently 
completed his doctorate in music at the 
Manhattan School of Music and serves as 
director of music at the University of San 
Diego, said recently that most of the 
music will be responsorial.

Tuition tax deduction 
faces ax in Minnesota

ST. PAUL, Minn. — Minnesota Gov. 
Rudy Perpich has proposed eliminating the 
tuition tax deduction from the state’s 
income tax returns, a program that was 
upheld by the U.S. Supreme Court in 
1983. 

By a 5-4 decision in June 1983 the court 
rejected arguments that the Minnesota 
program unconstitutionally benefits 
religion. The court said the program has a 
secular purpose and does not excessively 
entangle church and state. 


Catholic educators and parents have. 
looked to the 32-year-old Minnesota tax 


deduction program as a model for other 
programs that could help non-public school 
children. 

Under the Minnesota law parents can 


deduct up to a maximum of $650 per 
elementary school student and upto $1,000 
per high school student. 


In contrast to the federal tuition tax 
credit proposal, a proposal that has 
repeatedly died in Congress, the actual 
savings in a tax deduction program depend 
upon a person’s tax bracket. 

Perpich said the change would simplify 
the tax form and save the state money. 


Two organizations, the Minnesota 
Catholic Conference and Citizens for 
Educational Freedom, were waging a 
letter-writing campaign to preserve 
Minnesota’s program. 


Joseph T. O’ Neill, legislative counsel for 
Citizens for Educational Freedom, saidina 
letter to Perpich that the law is for the ‘‘use 
of all parents with educational expenses.”’ 


State issues Chapter 1 report

Solutions for both items were to be in 
place by mid-February, according to the 
state report. 

Richard Scherer, principal of Our 
Lady’s School, said two of three Chapter 
1 computers removed from the school last 
October were installed on the bus 
servicing the school. 

The problem of communication 
between Our Lady’s staff and public 
school personnel on the buses continues, 
however. Although he is scheduled to 
meet with the Chapter 1 teacher 
Wednesday mornings aboard the bus, he 
has only done so four of the last five weeks 
because of mechanical problems with the 
mobile classroom, he said. 

Brian Bennett, principal of Blessed 
Sacrament School, said SDUSD was 


supposed to issue a written policy 
detailing how private and public school 
staff can communicate about remedial 
education students’ progress. 

Individual consultations between 
school district officials and parochial 
school principals, required by the state, 
have not taken place either, he said. 

Bennett said his biggest concern, 
however, was the method that SDUSD is 
now using to determine eligibility for 
remedial education services. The district 
is now using only two types of test scores, 
which have resulted in fewer qualifying 
parochial school students, he said. 

This question of determining eligibility 
is not addressed in the state report, 
Bennett said, adding that he raised this 
issue with state investigators last year.

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Of mistakes and misgivings 


I voted for President Reagan in 1980 since he said all 
the things I wanted to hear. He certainly took a very 
vigorous ‘‘pro-life’’ stand. He wanted a strong country 
with a strong economy, a balanced budget and a balanced 
trade budget. 

So, for the first time since I started voting in 1948, I 
voted for a Republican for president. | 

In 1984, I voted for President Reagan again. He was 
still saying all the tnings I wanted and I felt he might need 
more time to get his program through Congress. 

Now, in 1987, with the facts of the Iran-Contra affair 
staring us in the face, I wish I hadn’t voted for him. 

Nothing of note has happened to the pro-life issues. 
The national debt has grown to astronomical figures and 
the balance of trade is a shambles. In 1941 the Japanese 
bombed Pearl Harbor and tried to take Hawaii. In 1987 
they will probably buy Hawaii and lease California, as 
well. 


But the Iran affair has really made us sit up and take 
notice. Either the president did know about it or he 
didn’t. 

If he didn’t know about it, he certainly should have. 
This is not some mere administrative matter that should 
have been delegated to subordinates. It would seem that 
his aides were also at fault and should resign. He was not 
served well by those in the White House and the CIA or 
anywhere else where it was known and executed. 

If the president did know about the affair, anywhere 
along the way, he was guilty of unethical conduct — if not 
criminal conduct — if he didn’t stop it immediately. 


When the Barbary Pirates tried to hold up Uncle Sam 
around the year 1798, a great patriot cried out, ‘‘Millions 
for defense, but not one cent for tribute.’’ To try to buy 
back the hostages by money or arms is giving in to 
terrorism. It’s just another way of paying tribute. 


Masses are for 


Catholic theologian Karl Rahner was interested in 
making the Christian tradition available to modern man. 
His constant question was, ‘‘How can I explain this to the 
man and woman in the street?’’ 

He was not at all elitist, like some theologians. Hans 
Urs von Balthasar, a contemporary of Rahner, thought 
the presence of ‘‘common man” in the church was 
problematic. Von Balthasar became a severe critic of 
Rahner, perhaps because he thought Rahner made 
Christianity and salvation too easy. 

Rahner’s concept of Christianity was not based on 
some sort of pop psychological humanism: ‘‘Gee, golly, 
gosh, we’re humans and that’s really great, and we are 
even growing and having intersubjective 
interrelationships.’’ Rahner would have puked. Rahner’s 
vision of mass Christianity and universal salvation were 
firmly based in the Christian doctrine that God the savior 
is the creator of a world that he could save. 


In order to help us understand this universal saving will 
of God, Rahner developed several explanations of God’s 
relationship to the world. They haye rather strange 
names, but you can use them at cocktail parties and really 
impress folks with how smart the folks are who read the 
Southern Cross. 

The first term is ‘‘supernatural existential.’’ No, you 
needn’t wash my mouth out with soap. It’s perfectly 
honorable. Rahner uses it to correct a_ lopsided 
understanding of the traditional distinction between 
nature and grace. Too often they weren’t distinguished, 
they were separated. Such separation is not biblical, it is 
not Catholic. Supernatural existential emphasizes that 
from the very beginning human beings have always been 
graced. Grace is not a correction of God’s original 
creation which screwed up along the way and is now 
going down the tubes. Neither are nature and grace two 
different, separate things. They are two aspects of the 
same gift that God gives us, life on earth and in heaven, 
communion with him now and forever. 


When the Maryknoll Missionaries went to China after 


World War I, they found a land divided among petty war 
lords. They tried holding some of the first priests hostage 
and demanded ransom. Maryknoll refused, adamantly, 
and when those terrorists saw there was no profit in it, 
they stopped kidnapping Maryknoll missionaries. 

If the president had stayed with his rhetoric and refused 
to barter with the Moslim terrorists, we would be in a 
much stronger position than ever. 

Now, if some of our relatives were hostages, how would 
we feel? We would probably try to bring media pressure 
on the president to ‘‘do something.’’ Well, he did 
something, and it was wrong. Even when he sent the 
Marines in, it was with insufficient strength and backing 
and planning. The president then blinked and withdrew 
them, under fire. 

Looking at it objectively, the first few American 
hostages certainly deserved our sympathy. However, this 
has been dragging on for several years, and those who 
went to the Mideast, or remained there, have certainly 
put themselves beyond the pale. 

Now we have almost two years to go with a president 
whose image has been tarnished by ineffective domestic 
programs and a foreign policy that probably cannot be 
salvaged. It is a wounded presidency, to say the least. 

And how will history judge President Reagan? 
Probably as a nice old man who wasn’t able to produce 
what he promised. And I intend to vote with much more 
attention in 1988.

“‘Anonymous Christianity’’ is perhaps Rahner’s most 
widely misunderstood theory. It is not a fascist attempt to 
make people Christians against their will or without their 
consent. Neither is it a putdown of other religions and 
churches. It is, rather, a way for Christians to understand 
how the gifts we think God has given us in Christ can also 
be received by other peoples. 

The final term is ‘‘salvation optimism,’’ which Rahner 
coined in regard to Vatican II. He contrasted it to 
salvation pessimism, which had dominated theology since 
St. Augustine, and which had influenced both 
Protestantism and Catholicism. This pessimism, weirdly 
enough, glories in knowing that people, lots of them, in 
fact, are going to hell. I have met people who, it was quite 
clear, could not be happy in heaven if they didn’t know 
that at least somebody was in hell. And one often hears 
that if there is a heaven, there has to be a hell. This is not 
only ignorant and selfish, it is also arrogant and heretical. 
According to Roman Catholic teaching, one may never 
say that anyone has, is, or must go to hell. 

Rahner was not a superficial, supercilious wimp who 

thought everything was just hunky-dory. He knew that 
there was evil in the society of the world and the heart of 
man. 
But he also knew that God the Savior was also God the 
Creator and that this creating, saving God wanted the 
world that he had created in the first place to be saved. He 
also thought that you gave more glory to God by trying to 
figure out how all God’s creatures could be saved rather 
than figuring out how even souls condemned to hell for all 
eternity nevertheless gave glory and honor to God.

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Bethesda organizers bring he

PARADISE HILLS — What happens to Catholics 
when they experience a divorce? With self-esteem already 
shattered, they often are rejected by fellow Catholics, and 
ultimately these people leave the church. 

Recent statistics indicate that about 50 percent of 
Catholic marriages end in divorce. Faced with the chance 
of losing half of its membership, the church is coming to 
grips with this reality. 

‘‘We are now looking at a situation in our diocese 
where we may have 100,000 people or more directly 
affected by divorce,’’ said Tim Day, a member of Blessed 
Sacrament parish. 

Day and his wife Libby are coordinators of Bethesda, a 
program recently formed to assist divorced and separated 
Catholics. 

‘*The magnitude of the problem is great; yet it seems 
not to be recognized,’’ said Day, who has researched 
statistics on divorce among Catholics. 

He estimates that only 10 percent of divorced people 
are active in their parishes. The rest ‘‘go someplace else to 
find support.”’ ; 

‘There is a huge number of people who have been 
affected by divorce, and not many of them seem to be 
Catholic any longer,’’ he said. ‘‘The reason is that we, 
the church, haven’t offered our support to them .... 
There’s. nothing that says a divorced person can’t 
continue to be Catholic.”’ 

In recent years Catholic support groups have been 
established to provide spiritual nourishment and open 


arms to the divorced. A handful of these communities 


exist in the San Diego diocese. While some have operated 
for several years, others have fallen prey to leadership 
burnout. 

Bethesda was formed, in part, to help establish support 
groups throughout the diocese and to ensure their 
longevity. 

A veritable ‘“‘support group for all support groups,”’ 
Bethesda began last spring through the guidance of Father 
James Mason, assistant director of Catholic Community 
Services. 

Support groups for the divorced were contacted, and a 
leadership council made up of representatives from these 
groups was formed. 

After formulating a mission statement, Bethesda held 
its first meeting last November — a weekend retreat 
which included workshops and discussions. 


From this meeting came information for a brochure 


about the program. The pamphlet contains a statement 
by Bishop Leo T. Maher endorsing the program. 

The brochure will be available in a month, said Day. 

In addition to forming support groups, Bethesda will 
also help train leaders of these groups and attempt to 
‘*raise the consciousness of all in the church about the 
needs and concerns of people affected by divorce and 
separation,’’ Day said. 

Having been divorced themselves, Tim and Libby are 
aware of the hurt and isolation other Catholics 
experience. 

Tim was divorced in 1980. The following year he made 
a Cursillo weekend ‘‘which helped me develop a better 
understanding of the apostolic role of the laity,’’ he said. 

“If the church isn’t doing enough for divorced 
Catholics, then I’m not doing enough,”’ Day recalled. He 
then joined a newly formed support group at St. James 
parish in Solana Beach. 

Libby married a non-Catholic in 1971 and moved away 
from San Diego. When she separated 10 years later, she 
returned and didn’t find support from within the Catholic 
structure, so she joined a Baptist singles group.

Her family directed her to a Catholic support group, 
where she met Tim, and in 1983 they were married. ‘‘My 
experience of not having support gave me a desire to help 
others,’’ said Libby. : 

The message that the Days and others want to relay to 
divorced Catholics is summed up in the Bethesda 
brochure: ‘“Take heart, for you are not alone. 

““Many before you have felt the frustration, the anger 
and rejection which you may now be feeling. Many 
before you survived their loneliness and found new 
friendships, found themselves and God.”’ 

An equal challenge for the Days is ‘raising the 
consciousness” of all Catholics about divorce. 

‘‘Many people, both lay and clergy, don’t understand 
the magnitude and nature of the problem,”’ said Tim. 

“They don’t understand the trauma a person is going 
through — the rejection, the squabbling, custody over the 
kids and the legal problems,’’ he explained. ‘‘And then he 
or she has to go through all that stuff over and over.”’

Changes in job or career patterns can be highly disruptive to a marriage, 
especially if the change involves a move. The resulting tension could place a 
major, if temporary, strain on your relationship.

Part of the problem, said Libby, ‘‘is that there are so 
many myths about divorce.’’ Oftentimes people want 
nothing to do with divorced friends, she said, ‘‘because 
it’s too close to home.”’ 

It is important that pastors address the issue in their 
parishes to let these people know they are still welcome in 
the church, Libby stated. 

“‘We’re not saying to promote divorce, but to say ‘yes, 
this does happen,’ and not to pretend it doesn’t,’’ she 
added. 

Divorced Catholics, more than others, ‘‘appreciate the 
blessings of a good marriage and recognize the church’s 
need for emphasis on good marriages,’’ said Tim. 

“Divorce is hell,’’ he added. ‘‘Nobody would go 
through it willingly.”’

while on his way to work at 6 a.m. 

We’re concerned about the crime that 
accompanies prostitution, said Tom 
Spencer who marched with his wife 
Michelle and their seven children. He is 
youth minister at the parish and a teacher 
at the University of San Diego High 
School. 


‘‘We believe that Jesus loves the 
prostitute but not what the prostitute 
does,’’ he added. 

Another marcher, parishioner Mary 
Abare, believes the problem would be 
diminished if newspapers printed the 
names of men who solicit prostitutes, 
preferably on the front page. 

Abare noted that young women on 
their way to nearby grocery stores are 
often approached by these men. 

‘‘Age makes no difference to some of 
these johns,’’ explained Elizabeth. 
Snyder, a 74-year-old grandmother who 
said she was solicited.recently by a man in 
his 50s. 

‘‘We’re here mainly because of the 
school,’’ said Judy Tang. She marched 
with her husband Jim and their two 
children — an infant daughter and 
Tiffany, a sixth-grade Blessed Sacrament 
student. 


The prostitutes’ presence causes parish 
school children to learn about the subject 
sooner than they should, she said.

have witnessed prostitutes’ arrests and 
pimps beating these women, she added. 

These children have also picked up 
discarded condoms from along nearby 
streets, taking these to their teachers to 
ask what they are, Abare said. 

Tang also worries about the negative 
effect prostitution has on her mother’s 
kitchen design store and other businesses 
on the boulevard. 

She noted that when more police patrol 
the street, prostitutes begin to move out of 
the area. 

For the last few weeks, 25 police officers 
have been assigned to the area, Bennett 
said. 

However, at last week’s community 
meeting, parishioners and area residents 
learned police cannot permanently assign 
these additional officers. As soon as the 
number of police decreases, the 
prostitutes return. 

City officials also told the forum’s 
audience that the only way to drive 
prostitutes permanently from El Cajon 
Boulevard is to build more detention 
facilities for these women. 

“If we could lock prostitutes up, that 
would solve the problem,’’ said Bob 
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Burgreen, San Diego’s assistant police 
chief. 

Because county jails are overcrowded, 
generally only persons who commit 
violent crimes are locked up, Burgreen 
said. He added that prostitution is a 
misdemeanor for which offenders usually 
receive only a ticket. 


Seattle, San Francisco and Phoenix, said 
San Diego City Councilwoman Judy 
McCarty. ‘‘We want to tell them to drop 
San Diego out of the circuit’ by arresting 
and jailing them. 

Prostitution is not a victimless crime, 
said San Diego City Councilwoman 
Gloria McColl. ‘‘With  streetwalkers 
come crime — robberies, assualts and 
drugs.”’ 


McColl praised those who attended the 
Monday evening meeting. ‘‘We need 
people willing to do something, not 
because this is a moral issue, but because 


it’s a criminal issue. We don’t have to put 
up with this,’’ she said.

Lent is always a time of challenge — or should be. With the easing 
of -mandatory Lenten fast and abstinence regulations we have, | 
perhaps, relaxed somewhat from the challenge. 


Older generations will remember the days when we were 
reminded at school throughout Lent to help the Missions with our 
charity and save pagan babies.

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Father Curran sues CUA over suspension

WASHINGTON — Moral theologian 
Father Charles E. Curran has filed a civil 
lawsuit to overturn The Catholic Univer- 
sity of America’s decision in January to 
suspend him from all teaching. 

Father Curran was told by the Holy 
See last summer that he is not suitable or 
eligible to teach as a Catholic theologian. 

On sabbatical at the time, he was sup- 
posed to resume teaching in January. But 
he was suspended while awaiting results 
of an internal academic review of an order 
withdrawing his license to teach on the ec- 
clesiastical faculty of the university’s 
theology department. : 

Archbishop James A. Hickey of Wash- 


ington, chancellor of the university, 
initiated both the withdrawal of Father 
Curran’s ecclesiastical teaching license 
and the interim suspension order. 

In his lawsuit, filed in District of 
Columbia Superior Court Feb. 27 and 
released to the press March 2, Father 
Curran said the suspension was a ‘‘breach 
of contract’’ which bypassed due process 
and denied him his rights as a tenured 
professor under university statutes. 

The suspension has denied him a pro- 
fessor’s right to interact with his students 
and caused harm to his ‘‘professional 
standing and reputation’”’ in the academic 
community, he said. 

University spokeswoman Anne Smith 
said the university had no comment. ‘‘We 
don’t comment on matters in litigation,”’

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she said. 

Father Curran asked the D.C. 
Superior Court to order the university to 
let him resume teaching theology courses 
for students working for civil degrees. 

He also asked the court to issue a de- 
claratory judgment that Archbishop 
Hickey’s authority over him extends only 
to teaching in ecclesiastical-degree 
courses, and that the suspension from 
teaching courses for civil degrees was a 
breach of contract. 


He asked the court to award damages 
as it sees fit, including recovery of his 
legal costs for the suit. 


“‘T am simply asking the court to make 
Catholic University live in accord with its 
own regulations,’’ Father Curran said 
March 2. 


At the heart of the legal dispute over 
Father Curran’s suspension are two dif- 
ferent interpretations of special university 
statutes governing ecclesiastical-degree 
programs in the theology department. 
The statutes say that those norms do not 
affect the department in its non-eccles- 
iastical — or civil-degree — programs. 


Professors on ecclesiastical faculties of 
the university must have a ‘‘canonical 
mission’’ or church license to teach, 
which comes from the chancellor and 
bishop-trustees of the university, acting in 
the name of the Holy See. Professors on 
non-ecclesiastical faculties are not 
governed by those rules and do not need 
that license. 

In suspending Father Curran, Arch- 
bishop Hickey contended that, while the 
theology department offers two different 
kinds of degree programs, it has only one 
faculty body, which is ecclesiastical, and 
anyone on that faculty must have the”? 
church’s teaching license. 

Father Curran contended that, since 
three-fourths of the degree students in the 
department are working for civil degrees, 
it is possible for a teacher without the ec- 
clesiastical license to remain active on the 
faculty, offering courses for credit only in 
the civil degree programs. : 

By denying him a right to teach even 
courses for civil degrees, he said, ‘‘Arch- 
bishop Hickey has acted beyond his 
power and authority as chancellor of the 
university.’’ 


Lay synod won’t solve all 
problems, says archbishop 


BELLEVILLE, Ill. — Credibility and 
spiritual yearning within the church, the 
church’s mission in the world, and the 
tension between unity and diversity were 
issues raised at a consultation to prepare 


‘ for the world Synod of Bishops on the 


laity, Archbishop Rembert Weakland of 
Milwaukee reported. 

Archbishop Weakland, one of four 
elected U.S. delegates to the Oct. 1-30 
synod, summarized what he heard from 
the 100 participants at the Midwest 
regional consultation Feb. 20-22 in 
Belleville. 

Forty-two dioceses were represented at 
the meeting. 

The tension between unity and 
diversity, Archbishop Weakland said, is 


shown in the relationship between 
“‘tolerance, yet orthodoxy; conscience, , 
yet obedience.”’ 

‘*The synod of the laity won’t solve all 
of these problems because they are much 
deeper than just the role of the laity in the 
church. These struggles have been with 
the church for a long time and will remain 
for a long time,”’ he said. 

Included in this category is ‘‘hurting 
groups’’ and the issue is ‘‘how they will 
be integrated in the church,’ the 
archbishop said. Some of those groups are 
the divorced, the homosexuals, but also 
youth and elderly, the archbishop said. 

‘In some respects every one of us is a 
hurting group,’’ Archbishop Weakland 
said.

LONDON — Catholics in England 
and Wales have been asked to practice 
“responsible drinking’’ rather than 
‘‘moderate drinking.’’ 

A working committee of the English 
“nd Welsh bishops’ Social Welfare 
Committee said it was concerned with 


problems of alcohol abuse and how the 
church can respond to them. 


_ The church needed to recognize that 
alcohol abuse and the suffering it causes 
can occur when people are not drunk, 
said a report issued by the working 
committeee Feb. 20. Alcoholism — an 
illness needing treatment — was a 
problem separate from drunkenness, it 
said. 

The report said it did not think 
Catholics were ‘‘conspicuous for their 
restraint in social drinking.”’ 


“‘There is even a tendency among 
many Catholics to adopt a ‘boys-will-be- 
boys’ attitude to overindulgence and to 
show a degree of tolerance toward heavy 
drinkers which would certainly not be 
displayed toward those thought to be 

xperimenting with drugs or indulging in 
marital infidelity,’’ it added. 

Individuals must take responsibility for 
their personal use of alcohol and its effects 
on their attitudes and behavior toward 
others, it said. 


The report also criticized Catholic 
parish clubs with bars open every evening 
and drinks costing less than in pubs. 

‘‘We do not consider the benefit to the 
parish from the higher profits can be 
accepted as sufficient justification,’’ said 
the report. The use of bars should be 
limited to special occasions, it added.

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Churches disagree on 
meaning of diaconate 
DOUGLASTON, N.Y. — An 


ecumenical consultation on the office of 
deacon, the first gathering of its type in the 
United States, found that although all the 
churches represented have deacons in some 
form, little if any consensus existed on the 
meaning of diaconate. Catholic 
participants said at the conclusion that 
much more work and sharing among the 
churches should be undertaken to clarify 
the deacon’s role as a distinct form of 
ministry. They also said understanding of 
the diaconal office needed further 
development within the Catholic Church. 
The consultation was initiated by the Faith 
and Order Commission of the National 
Council of Churches. 


USCC urges senators 
to back job leave bill 


WASHINGTON — The USS. 
Catholic Conference has urged senators 
to back legislation providing temporary 
job leave, saying the measure represents 
“‘a good first step toward a ‘pro-family’ 
policy for working people.’’ In a letter to 
each senator, Msgr. Daniel F. Hoye, 
USCC general secretary, sought support 
for the Parental and Medical Leave Act of 
1987. The bill, introduced by Sens. Arlen 
Specter, R-Pa., and Christopher Dodd, 
D-Conn., would provide 18 weeks’ 
unpaid leave for men and women workers 
when their children are born, adopted 
into the family or seriously sick, and 26 
weeks’ time off for the worker if he or she 
is sick or injured. The version of the bill 
pending in the House of Representatives 
would also offer leave for workers who 
must help care for elderly, sick parents, a 
provision not offered in the Dodd-Specter 
measure. 


Lay movements prove 
church offers much 


ROME — The growth of Catholic lay 
movements has shown people that the 
church ‘‘has much more to offer than 
religious sects,’’ said Jesuit Father Fio 
Mascarenhas. The president of ‘the 
International Catholic Charismatic 
Renewal, Father Mascarenhas also said 
lay movements are a sign of ‘‘noticeably 
increased ‘and intensified participation of 
the lay faithful in the church’s life.’’ 
Father Mascarenhas spoke at a Feb. 26 
press conference inaugurating the Second 
International Colloquium of Ecclesial 
Movements. Sponsored by the 
charismatic, Italian-based Communion 
and Liberation and German-based 
Schonstatt movements, the colloquium 
was to bring together representatives of 
17 international Catholic movements.

There’s no sense beating around the 
bush; Woody Allen is the best maker of 
movies now working and, amazingly, he 
just keeps getting better. 

Allen’s latest is ‘‘Radio Days,’ a 
nostalgic, very funny and often touching 
return to a gentler, more innocent age 
when radio was the centerpiece of family 
entertainment and imagination flourish- 
ed. 

Those were the days, the 1940s, when 
kids would cut short their playtime to 
catch the latest adventure of, say, Captain 
Midnight, and — more importantly — 
the secret message at the end, a message 
that could be understood only with the aid 
of a secret decoder ring. 


Those were the days when families 
would try to match wits with Dr. IQ. 
When sportscaster Bill Stern would hold 
the males of the family in thrall with his 


melodramatic and fanciful yarns, 
although no one at the time ever doubted 
the veracity of them. 

Allen captures all the flavor of that in- 
nocent age as seen through the eyes of a 
young boy (in part, Allen himself) and 
reenacted by the boy’s family, neighbors 
and acquaintances, the memory of each 
episode made more vivid by linking it to 
an old radio show. 

Allen this time serves as writer, director 
and narrator, but not as an on-screen ac- 
tor. He leaves that to such talents as Mia 
Farrow, Diane Keaton, Dianne Wiest 
and others of what might be called his 
ensemble. The result is sheer delight.

In Milwaukee, Archbishop Rembert Weakland said in 
a statement Feb. 23 that promotion of condoms to stop 
the spread of AIDS is ‘‘a shortsighted solution’’ and a 
“telling revelation about our cultural acceptance of 
promiscuity as a norm.”’ 

“*If we are to learn’’ from the AIDS crisis, he said, ‘‘we 
must recognize that a promiscuous lifestyle is 
unacceptable. No longer is promiscuity just a matter of 
morality; it is a matter of life and death, for morality 
teaches that our actions always have consequences for 
doing good — leading to life — or doing harm — leading 
to death.”’ 

Archbishop Weakland called on society to make a 
‘‘serious reappraisal’’ of the value of abstinence and 
“Inarital fidelity. 

In Miami, Archbishop Edward A. McCarthy said in a 
Feb. 17 statement that the church from the early 1920s 
has condemned the use of condoms because they are 
artificial contraceptives and thus has opposed the 
advertising of such products. 

“The question of advertising condoms as a preventive 
device in the fight against AIDS, however, has nothing to 
do with the church’s position on the use of artificial 
contraceptives,’’ he said. ‘‘It has to do with the issue of 
sexual activity outside of marriage.’’ 

Even condom advertising ‘‘done in so-called ‘good 
taste’ convey an unacceptable message — namely, that 
extramarital sexual activity is just good, clean fun, but 
not worth risking death,’’ he said. 

In Cleveland, Bishop Anthony Pilla told his diocesan 
newspaper, the Catholic Universe Bulletin, that those who 
push condom ads are looking for a ‘‘quick fix’’ to a 
complicated social problem. 

Bishop Pilla announced that the Cleveland diocese was 
inaugurating programs in education, pastoral care and 
media as ‘‘a positive response to the crisis in all its 

imensions.”’ 

“*Putting ads on TV is a simplistic approach,”’ he said. 
“It gives the illusion of doing something when in fact only 
more harm is being done”’ by giving ‘‘the illusion of risk- 
free behavior.”’ 

The Diocese of Brooklyn, N.Y., issued a statement 
Feb. 19 calling decisions by New York’s WCBS-TV and 
WNBC-TV to run condom ads ‘‘another loss for moral 
values.”’

Since AIDS is transmitted through sexual practices 
as well as by other means, we see our responsibility go- 
ing beyond the biological education suggested by the 
surgeon general’s report and this bill. Any education 
about human sexuality must include the formation of 
conscience, presuming as well the inalienable rights. of 
parents. Any program within our Catholic schools and 
parishes about sexuality will provide basic information 
and relevant biology as well as the moral dimension to 
offer young people the opportunity to mature into fully 
responsible persons. Therefore, we do not support 
those portions of this bill which present the use of the 
condom on the same level as abstinence, marital fidel- 
ity, the avoidance of promiscuous sexual practices or 
the rejection of the illicit use of drugs. 
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
